977 in 1936. The total indebted­ 
ness was thus larger by $57,717 
than it was in the preceding 
y ear. 
Mrs. Downey stated th at most 
of the difference was in chattels 
as there was an increase of $155,- 
609 in chattel mortgages ov er 
1936.

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BY HAPPY ACCIDENT 
A m anuscript rescued from a waste bask et 
forty years ago was recently presented to the 
British Museum and gratefully accepted by its 
trustees. It is now on exhibition in the galleries 
of the British National Library, mainly because 
an American woman once thought better of it 
tha n its author, the late Rudyard Kipling. 
There are few more famous poems tha n Kip­ 
ling’s “Recessional.” 
It has been sung and re ­ 
cited ev erywhere in the English-speak ing world, 
on appropriate occasions and others. Its curi­ 
ously mixed mood of boasting and humility 
seems to inv ite its reading as an afterthought to 
celebrations of pomp and circumstance, or dem ­ 
onstrations of pride and power. There is some­ 
thing of Greek superstition in it, foy it was an 
old G reek custom to “talk sm all” 
and go softly 
after a time of trium ph lest the jealous gods be 
offended a t m a n’s impertinence. 
In tha t spirit precisely it was originally written, 
immediately after Queen 
Victoria’s diam ond 
jubilee, in July, 18 9 7. 
Kipling went through his 
papers in the presence of a v isitor from the 
United States. Sara Norton, and tossed the poem 
away as unfinished and not worth finishing. Miss 
Norton rescued it, rev isions were made a t once 
and the poem appeared the following m orning 
in the London Times. 
The author gav e his guest the m anuscript and 
sister. Miss Elizabeth Gask ell Norton, has giv en 
it back to the British people. “A happy accident,” 
says the Times of forty years after, “that this 
poem, so m uch loftier and deeper than politics, 
should owe its preserv ation to an American . . . 


and should come as a gift from American hands 
for presentation to the people of G reat B ritain.” 


A BETTER UNDERSTANDING 
Only a few sentences hav e brok en the silence 
tha t has followed the president’s conference with 
industrial leaders, but they hav e helped m a ­ 
terially to dispel the gloom. 
Less tha n fifty words hav e been used to de­ 
se rv e w hat transpired when Mr. Roosev elt ga th­ 
ered his business foes around him. Mr. Sloan, of 
General Motors, explained tha t he and his fellow 
guests a t the White House had had an interest­ 
ing and constructiv e talk with the president. 
“All of us,” he said, “are agreed tha t we hav e a 
better understanding of each other’s problems, 
out of which, we are sure, will come closer co­ 
operation in m eeting the difficulties of the 
m om ent.” 
Although the conference has produced, inso­ 
far as public k nowledge is concerned, nothing 
more specific or definite tha n this, there is nev - 
erless a justifiable belief tha t the “better u nder­ 
standing” m eans a more effectiv e cooperation 
between gov ernm ent and business as a m eans 
of giv ing new impetus to the recov ery mov ement. 
For fiv e years, the president and leaders of

business hav e regarded each other with m u tu a l! 
suspicion. This feeling has on m any occasions

found expression in belligerent and bitter term s j 
and has resulted in constantly strained relations I plained. “How would you lik e to 
which hav e made cooperation in behalf of public go to Del M onte?”
